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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species A (Figs 1-1 B) in the reply filed on 9/15/05 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1 ,3-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/15/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshida '340. 
Regarding claim 2, as broadly claimed, Yoshida '340 discloses a handlebar 26, a 

lug 3 connecting the handlebar 26 to a steering stem 2 of a bicycle. Note the pump 
9, 1 8 is held within the lug 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Andrus in 
view of Yoshida. 

Regarding claim 2 Andrus discloses as best seen in figure 6 an apparatus for 
the control of brakes in bicycles comprising a pump 60,64,108,90,94, as broadly 
claimed, capable of pushing fluid into a hydraulic circuit 62 wherein the pump is held 
inside the handlebar or a part associated therewith. Note also that Andrus discloses a 
sleeve at 54 and a lug, as broadly claimed, at 126 or 128. 

Lacking in Andrus is a specific showing of the pump assembly being held inside 
the lug connecting the handlebar to the steering stem of the bicycle. 

However given the breadth of applicant's claim and the strong similarity in 
designs of Yoshida and Andrus, such a modification to Andrus in view of the teachings 
of Yoshida, would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled worker in the art at the time 
of the invention. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 2 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
